An Aditorial 


Today, the object of considerable conversation is the plight 
of small breeders who cannot obtain seasons for their mares to 
proved stallions. Is this a wholly bad thing? It means that 
the younger unproved stallions—the future builders of the 
breed—will be given opportunities with the small breeders’ 
better mares. 


The choice among these unproved sires require close study 
by breeders. Even though some mistakes will inevitably be 
made, the breeders will benefit in the long run from their ex- 
periences in having to choose. Be he a believer in “‘nicks” or 
in two crosses of Domino four generations back, or a so-called 
materialist who wants to breed to a sprinter or to a stayer or 
to a horse from a good female family, he can match up his own 
requirements of a good bet in stallions with one or more of the 
available prospects. 


If his conclusions are based on study of what has made 
good stallions over the past years, he can then by his judgement 
choose a horse with considerable chance of success. 


In the interest of all unproven studst, particularly those 
with sound qualifications but with nothing to race as yet, we 
suggest that rather than resignation, hope and optimism tem- 
pered by careful judgement be applied to sorting out the wheat 
from the chaff. 


There are undoubtedly unproven stallions at stud in 1949 
who will become prominent sires in the future. It was not so 
many years ago that Bull Lea, Requested, and *Alibhai were 
standing at low fees, without fanfare.

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One Mistake and Out the Window 


HERE was a noted jockey who developed to a fine 

point the technique of putting up a hair-raising stretch 
drive to win by a narrow margin. When he won by a nose, 
he was a hero. 

When he lost by a nose, he was a heel. 

A famous magazine discovered a way of predicting the 
outcome of national elections. “Then, a dozen years ago, 
it made the wrong prediction, and that was the end of the 
Literary Digest. 

Others came along who could take smaller and better 
polls. ‘They learned to take the pulse with the finger in- 
stead of the thumb. By 1948 they had developed such a 
degree of dependability that the outcome of a presidential 
election seemed a foregone conclusion. 

They were wrong by something more than a nose. Now, 
instead of geniuses, they are goats. 

Nearly everyone else was as wrong as the polls. So the 
polls have had to carry the blame not only for their own 
mistakes, but for the mistakes of everyone else. 


The reactions were more interesting than the polls. 
Among them was the conclusion, reached by many news- 
paper men, that they had depended too much upon experts 
and “science.” From now on, they resolved, they would 
find out for themselves how elections were going to turn 
out. The run-of-the-mine reaction on the part of our 
friends in post-election conversation had an overtone of 
elation: it was not good to have anyone so expert that he 
could not get his come-uppance once in a while. 

Time concluded its report of “The Great Fiasco” with 
the following paragraph: 

But newspaper editors and their readers were not nearly so 
much interested in the reasons for the polls’ failure as in the fact 
that the polls had failed. They had been fooled once by the “science” 
of polling—and they did not intend to be fooled again. In can- 
celing the Roper poll, the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette summed up the 
opinions of newsmen: “We won’t pay any attention any more to 
‘scientific’ predictions and we don’t think our readers will.” 

So there—if you let the opinion of the moment have it— 
goes another American institution down the drainpipe, dis- 
credited by one spectacular failure. 


It was a mistake, of course, for the newspapers and the 
people to have accepted the polls in such unquestioning man- 


ner. But it is a far greater mistake to reject them com- 
pletely. It is an absurdity to assume that a thousand news- 
paper men, working independently and without special train- 
ing for the task, can predict the outcome of a national elec- 
tion better than George Gallup or Elmo Roper. (It is 
ironical that hundreds of publications which guessed wrong 
on Alf Landon are still in business. Did they survive be- 
cause it was normal for them to be wrong? ) 


This whole episode—the blind acceptance of the polls 
and their subsequent blind repudiation—is cut from the same 
cloth as many another all-or-nothing conclusion. Some- 
times it is the people themselves who make this about-face, 
but much more often it is the interpreters who make it. 


It is time the American channels of communication 
reminded themselves that the mathematics of probability 
must always allow a margin for error. If they don’t want 
to bother with the involved formulas, they can get some 
object lessons on the race tracks and the Thoroughbred 
breeding farms. 

About two out of three public favorites at the race track 
are defeated. Selling platers become champions and cham- 
pions become selling platers. A breeder brings long experi- 
ence and carful study to bear upon the problem of selecting 
a stallion—and comes up with a dud. Or he stumbles upon 
a great sire almost by accident. 

But does Thoroughbred breeding therefore become a 
matter of random chance? Does one conclude that the 
probabilities are not worth estimating? Not if his wits are 
still with him. Even though his guesses are only 10 per 
cent more correct than eeny meeny miney mo, they make 
the difference between success and failure, provided the 
competition uses the eeny meeny miney mo system. Even 
the best farms make more incorrect estimates than correct. 
But this fact does not discredit the making of estimates. It 
simply points up—just as November’s biggest news story has 
done—the necessity for constant improvement of our means 
of making estimates. 


We must not suppose that, because some estimates are 
necessarily wrong, we should abandon first of all the tech- 
niques which have yielded the best estimates.

Regret: She Won Other Races 
Besides the Kentucky Derby 


The passing of the years has had a 
tendency to somewhat dim the renown of 
Harry Payne Whitney's great filly. Regret. 
Today her name rarely appears in the rac- 
ing news, and then only when the Ken- 
tucky Derby has the center of the racing 
stage. Each spring she is remembered as 
the only filly to win a Kentucky Derby. 
However. throwing out her victory at 
Churchill Downs. her complete record is 
first-class and stamps her as one of the 
best fillies to race in this country in the 
past 35 years. 

Regret was a bright chestnut. with an 
irregular blaze. She was bred by Mr. 
Whitney at Brookdale Farm. Red Bank. 
N. J. Her sire was Broomstick, purchased 
for $7.500 by Mr. Whitney at the disper- 
sal sale of the stud of Capt. W. Harry 
Brown in the autumn of 1908, at Lexing- 
ton, on the advice of Andrew Jackson Joy- 
ner, who was then training Broomstick’s 
son Whisk Broom 2nd in England. 

Jersey Lightning. the dam of Regret. 
was a daughter of Hamburg—Daisy F.. by 
Riley. next dam the great mare Modesty, 
by War Dance, tracing back to the famous 
Maria West. 

Modesty raced until she was six. starting 
in 82 races. winning 35. At two she ran 
under the name of Golden Rod. She was 
a winner at various distances. Her out- 
standing victory was scored in the Ameri- 
can Derby of 1884. the year this stake 
was inaugurated. She was the only filly 
to win this race until Black Helen pre- 
vailed in 1935. 

Daisy F. also was a mare with an excel- 
lent constitution. She started in 59 races, 
won 23. and was unplaced in only 13. In 
addition to Regret. Jersey Lightning. a 
winner. was the dam of Thunderer (un- 
beaten at two and winner of the Futurity). 
Barnegat. Home Brew. and Vivid. 

Like Miss Woodford. Firenze. Artful. 
and Beldame. Regret’s breeding record did 
not equal the record she had made on the 
race course. She produced five winners 
from 11 foals. One of them, Revenge, by 
*Chicle. was a minor stakes winner of seven 
races and $16.697. Her gelded son Re- 
dress. by *St. Germans, won 22 races and 
$19.020. Her daughter Penitent, by Pen- 
nant, won two races and $5.015 and pro- 
duced nine winners. One of them was the 
stakes winner Easter Hatter. by Mad Hat- 
ter, winner of 25 races and $22,920. 

Her daughter Nemesis, a non-winner by 
*Johren, produced five winners, three of 
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which were stakes winners: Red Rag (by 
Pennant), winner of nine races and $18.- 
170; Avenger (by *Dis Donc). winner of 
four races and $7,485: and the jumper 
Rhadamanthus, winner of six races and 
$8.525. 


BEATEN BUT TWICE. Regret’s rac- 
ing career lasted from two to five. She 
lost but two races. and she was unbeaten 
at two and three. She did not run often. 
winning all three of her starts at two. and 
both of her starts at three. She ran twice 
at four and four times at five. She con- 
tracted a cold crossing the Allegheny 
Mountains to fill her engagement in the 
Kentucky Derby. and was a trifle thick in 
the wind thereafter. 

Regret was trained by James G. Rowe 
and ridden in her early races by Joe Not- 
ter and later by Frank Robinson. Her 
debut was deferred until the Saratoga 


meeting in 1914. She made one of th 
field that started in the Saratoga Special 
In fact. she was an added starter in thi 
race and was coupled with Prince Henry. 
The entry was quoted at 8 to 5 and was, 
split favorite with the original James By. 
ler’s Pebbles. 

John E. Madden was represented }y 
Paris. Charter Maid. Luke, Lady Ba. 
bary. and Trial by Jury completed th 
field. The starters carried scale weights 
Regret (119) won rather handily by , 
length. Pebbles was three lengths jp 
front of Paris. The time was 1:1134, The 
value of the race to the winner was $5,135 
plus a cup. reputed to be gold, and said 
to be worth $1,000. 

A week later Regret won the Sanford 
Memorial under 127 pounds by 
lengths from Solly (113). Dinah Dy 
(107). and five others, the best of which 
was Garbage. 

Her third and last race of the year Was 
a “big one.” It was the Hopeful Stakes. 
run over a heavy track. She took 1:162: 
to complete the six furlongs. Regret, pie 
rying the steadier of 127 pounds. Notter 
up. closed at 8 to 5. Pebbles carried 130, 
equal weight by the scale. Andrew M. 
had 114. Nine others ran, including 
James G. (Quincy) Johnson’s Troja 
(107). Phosphor was one of the nine. He 
had 110 pounds.

Recollections of a Retired Mule Trainer 


The Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
not long ago came out with a publicity re- 
lease featuring “Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons. 
The item quoted the son of the 74-year-old 
trainer to the effect that his father once 
walked a horse 15 miles across the coun- 
try. rede him in two heats. and walked 
him back. 

“What do you think he got for that day’s 
work?” the son queried. “The purse was 
only $5. and Pop got 25 cents.” 

[ cannot match the Fitzsimmons experi- 
ence for footwork, low pay. and all-round 
ruggedness. but once received what 
considered a niggardly and humiliating 
fee for a handsome job of riding. My fa- 
ther had quite a flair for getting things 
done—more than once [ heard him admir- 
ingly referred to as a “performer.” In 
recognition of this talent he was asked to 
take charge of a country fair which had 
crown wan and sickly from anemia of the 
hoxoffice. 

He succeeded so well the first’ summer 
that he was placed permanently in charge 
of the fair’s financial health. an assign- 
ment he accepted with relish. because he 
gota lot of fun out of it. 

One of his turnstile strategems was to 
orient the fair less toward harness racing 
and more toward running races. This 
measure was heartily supported by a com- 
munity which prided itself on knowing 
the Thoroughbred horse, and which com- 
prised a high percentage of amateur handi- 
cappers who liked nothing better than a 
joust with the iron men, as the old fash- 
ioned pari-mutuel machines were called. 
Gradually the horse racing aspect of the 
fair came to overshadow the Floral Hall, 


where farmers’ wives exhibited — their 
pickles, pies, quilts, jellies, and other home 
products. 


But the races had their bucolic facet. 
too, in the form of a daily mule race. This 
novelty had been introduced in the early 
days of the fair and it lured confirmed 
horse players as much as it did the farm- 
ers. It probably had an irresistible fas- 
cination for parlay players. a breed which 
is disconsolate unless it bucks against un- 
conscionable odds. Whatever a mule lacks 
in speed he more than makes up in other 
ways, mainly in the direction of unpredict- 
ability. A mule can get as cantankerous 
in the middle of a race as he can in the 
middle of a tobacco patch. 

Their quirks were vastly amusing to the 
city people who attended the fair in con- 
siderable number. and were no less humor- 
ous to the farmers who owned them. A 
tustic seemed as delighted to see his mule 
jump the rail and start munching grass in 
the centerfield as to watch him come first 
under the wire for a $15 purse. It was 
mostly the city people who bet on them, 
anyway. If any money got burned up be- 
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cause a mule decided to stop running, it 
wasn’t the farmers’. 

My summer vacations from grade school 
of course had the fair as their hub. Nom- 
inally | was supposed to work in some ca- 
pacity or other in the one-room shack used 
for an office. but since I was never there 
when something had to be done, I was as- 
signed no regular job and had plenty of 
free time. Thus I was able to accept em- 
ployment of a more personally satisfying 
sort, and one summer became estab- 
lished as a mule trainer and jockey. 

It started when a farmer from the other 
side of the county appeared at the fair 
grounds with a mare mule. He declared 
that she was a very fast piece of muleflesh, 
and that he wanted someone to train her 
and ride her in the races. I accepted in- 
stantly. No mention was made of training 
fees or other expenses. It seemed super- 
fluous, at the time. I would simply feed 
her from my father’s oatbin, an arrange- 
ment that was satisfactory to me and of 


not much consequence to him, because he 
didn’t know it. The deal was made, the 
farmer went home. and I didn’t see him 
again until the fair opened two weeks 
later. 

After he had I inspected my 
charge. During the brief preliminaries to 
opening a public stable | was so excited 
that I had forgotten to size her up. What 
I saw was a fat little animal. pigeon-toed, 
and very sleepy. But about that time my 
father’s trainer showed up and began tak- 
ing some of the responsibility from me. He 
was a giant Negro called Foots. for an 
easily discernible reason. He had spent 
a long lifetime around the race tracks, but 
I am sure that he had never had business 
relations with a mule. He was not averse 
to innovation, however. and readily agreed 
to assist me in preparing my pigeon-toed 
racer. 

Besides his*all-round size and his ability 
as a trainer, Foots was distinguished for 
his trick of tightening a saddle girth. 
After the saddle was in place and the 
girth was drawn up tentatively. Foots 
would lean over, seize the leather strap 
by his teeth, and straighten up. The girth 
drew three or four holes tighter and the 
saddle became part of the horse. When 
Foots put on a saddle, it stayed put. I 
have no recollection of seeing any other 
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horseman tighten a girth in this fashion. 
Few men had Foots’ size, and even fewer, 
I suspect, had his teeth. I tried it once 
on a pony and very nearly let all my teeth 
get sprung before I had presence of mind 
to open my mouth and turn loose. 

Foots looked over the mule, immediately 
called for a blacksmith and had her feet 
shaped up. Particularly her front hoofs, 
which had grown so misshapen that they 
interfered with her action. Once we had 
got her to where she could run without 
tripping herself. we started the training 
regime. 

It soon developed that her virtue, if she 
had any as a racing tool, was not in the de- 
partment of speed. But though she was 
not fast. she was willing, and in mule races 
the prize doesn’t always go to the swift. 
anyhow. Never once, in the training rou- 
tine. did she try to run out through the 
gap at the head of the stretch. 

This gap was the crossroads at which 
countless mule races were piled up. It 
was like a vacuum—mules seemed to get 
sucked through it willy-nilly. And those 
who knew mules best knew it was more 
willy than nilly. By the time the average 
mule had floundered around the half-mile 
track and had reached the gap that led 
to the barns. he had lost all interest in rae- 
ing and was ready to call it a long day. 
During the actual racing counter- 
weighted gate, like at a railroad crossing. 
was pulled down across the gap, but it 
was an easy hurdle for a mule, and many 
a race and many a rider were lost at that 
point. 

My mule, though, sailed around very 
kindly, and never once rolled her eyes at 
that gap. This was an important point in 
her faver. Our training was designed to 
fit her so she could run once around the 
track at a moderate clip without laboring 
too hard, though two weeks was admit- 
tedly a short prep. We had to concede 
that despite the buildup her owner had 
given her, she had not a great deal of lick. 
In the language of the race track, she 
“wasn’t no hell.” 

Not having another mule to try her 
against—the average mule was unhitched 
from a plow or a wagon at noon on the 
day of a race and didn’t see the track un- 
til the contest was ready to start—we 
couldn’t gauge how fast or how slow she 
really was. though we made little question 
that she was pretty much on the leisurely 
side. 

As opening day for the fair drew near. 
my confidence increased. Twenty-four 
hours before she was to run I had con- 
vinced myself that she was a sure winner. 
I then began to make plans for spending 
the $15 purse she would win, assuming 
that as a matter of simple justice her

N.Y.Court Upholds 


Banon DanLamont 


The New York Appellate Court has up- 
held the action of the State racing com- 
mission and The Jockey Club in refusing 
an owner's license to Daniel Lamont. of 
Altoona, Pa. The decision was issued 
November 8. 

Lamont, owner of the Widener Handi- 
cap winner El Mono, had been refused an 
owner’s license in New York this spring 
because of alleged bookmaking connec- 
tions. and because he had applied to li- 
censing authorities of another state under 
another name. 

The star of the Florida winter racing 
season has been idle since he was moved 
to the eastern sector in the spring. He has 
been leased to Charles Margiotti, of Pitts- 
burgh, former attorney general of Penn- 
sylvania. Margiotti said no attempt would 
be made to race the horse until the court 
aspects of the case had been settled. He 
was quoted in press dispatches as saying 
that Lamont had agreed to sell him the 
horse if the court appeal were unsuccess- 
ful. But Lamont says he wants to race 
El Mono himself. and will not sell unless 
he is convinced that further legal appeals 
will be fruitless.

The Walden and the Ardsley; 
McCreary Too Busy to be Sick 


Blue Peter and Mr. Busher. among the 
top 2-year-old colts. and Myrtle Charm. 
Gaffery. and Sequence. among the leading 
fillies. have been laid by for the year. But 
the late stakes for 2-year-olds are not the 
less interesting for this. Two of them 
were raced last week—the Ardsley Handi- 
cap. at Empire City. and the Walden 
Stakes. at Pimlico. Both were at = 1,'; 
miles. both were on November 11. which 
used to have significance as Armistice Day. 

Their lateness in the season, and their 
distance. make them particularly interest- 
ing races. Phalanx is a recent Ardsley 
winner which went on to importance at 
three. Whirlaway. Alsab. Count Fleet. 
and Fervent are Walden alumni. 

The Ardsley was turned to the advan- 
tage of Prince Quest. one of the small but 
extraordinary group of 2- and 3-year-olds 
sired by Requested. On paper he had not 
a lot of opposition—there wasn't a stakes 
winner in the lot. except for him, after 
Sport Page had been scratched. 
he had to run for the money. George D. 
Widener’s Reveille. a half brother to 
Lucky Draw and Frere Jacques. grudg- 
ingly yielded the lead in the stretch, went 
under by less than a length. Option, a 
Fenelon colt, was third. 

Off the result. the first three figured to 
pick up a pound or two in Experimental 
Handicap ratings. 


However. 


The winner has the Great American and 
the Ardsley to his credit. plus thirds in 
the Wakefield and East View Stakes. 


THE WALDEN. The edge was taken 
off the Walden to some extent because the 
Greentree Stable’s Capot had set a track 
record of 1:42°%5 for the distance about 
two weeks before. under 122 pounds. Stone 
Age, under 113, covered the 1;'; miles in 
1:43. But his victory was decisive. and 
he showed qualities that will tend to make 
him liked as a 3-year-old prospect. He 
was away tenth in the field of 13, steadily 
worked forward. caught Slam Bang in the 
stretch and won by three lengths. Slam 
Bang carried 116, three more than Stone 


Age. One Hitter was third. Swap Out 
fourth. The second. third and fourth are 


all from the first crop of foals by Alsab’s 
leading rival at three. Greentree Stable’s 
Shut Out. 


SEDATIVE. Last year Conn McCreary 
won the Pimlico Cup Handicap on * Miss 
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Grillo by something like a sixteenth of a 
mile. He did everything but stand on his 
head in the stretch, for the benefit of the 
customers, then went to the jocks’ room 
and had a good time throwing up—the un- 
usual strain of riding a 2'5-mile race had 
upset him, despite the easy win. 

This time it was different. The Argen- 
tine Derby winner had among her oppo- 
sition the strikingly improved Pilaster. 
which had been mowing down the Laurel- 
Pimlico distance races like John L. Lewis 
attacking a bunch of mine operators. The 
long-winded Loval Legion also was there. 
and in addition there were the lightly 
weighted Flying Missel. *Bois Joli, and 
Petrol Point to make it interesting. 

McCreary therefore had no time for 
eymnastics. of the stomach or otherwise. 
He sent *Miss Grillo past Loyal Legion 
after about 14 furlongs. then had to stand 
off Flying Missel and Pilaster. The re- 
sult was that *Miss Grillo stayed in high 
gear. Her winning margin—11%4 lengths 

was much smaller. but her time was 
much faster. 

Against last year’s 4:2914. she ran the 
2'5 miles in 4:14°5. setting a new world 
record. The old mark of 4:1685 had been 
made by the 4-year-old Golden Myth at 
(scot. England. in 1922. He carried 126 
pounds. *Miss Grillo carried 118. The 
American record, which had been estab- 
lished at Pimlico in 1944 by the 3-year-old 
Megogo under 109 pounds. was 4:2014. 
It also was set in the Pimlico Cup. the 
longest stakes race on the American eal- 
endar.

Jockey Conn MeCreary stood high in his stirrups, 
This year she won it 
again, but with MeCreary driving her at the fin- 
ish.

Phalanx being something of a favorite 
in this corner, it was rather a disappoint- 
ment to see his run fall short in the Butler. 
At the same time it must be admitted that 
Donor ran the best race I have seen him 
deliver, though he did not beat Phalanx 
by anything like the nine pounds he was 
getting. 

It was he, however. which beat the 
horses Phalanx subsequently over. 
Just at the top of the stretch there was 
little to choose among Ace Admiral. Bet- 
ter Self. War Trophy, and Donor, and it 
was Donor’s pressure which cracked up 
this four-way duel. 

Phalanx was behind these, and though 
Shelby Clark had been working on him 
from the half-mile-pole, it took a long 
while for his run to develop. Possibly his 
ankle was hurting him. and certainly Ja- 
maica last Saturday was no track for a 
sore-ankled horse. The charts carried it 
as fast. which was true in the sense that 
horses were making good time over it, but 
not in the sense that it was dry. It was 
very wet from rains the two days before, 
but these had had the effect of packing the 
sand which must make up more than 90 
per cent of the cushion. It was quite hard 
and solid, consequently. and hardly Pha-

lanx’s track. It was this condition which 
pulled Gallorette out. though she seemed 
for once favored in the weights. 

Better Self did fairly well for his third. 
being in the battle all the way, and might 
have done better except for stumbling at 
the start. The mishap was minor as far 
as a less of ground was concerned, but it 
cost the King Ranch colt his chance to 
take the track and make the front-running 
type of race at which he does best. Con- 
niver didn’t do anything at all, and this 
tourist hustled out of Jamaica too fast to 
find out why. 


THEORY. As you no doubt know, 
though Phalanx runs under the C. V. Whit- 
ney silks. half of him belongs to Abe 
Hewitt. who bred the colt at his farm in 
upper Virginia. The $15,000 which Pha- 
lanx got last Saturday ran his winnings to 
$407,035. so that his breeder has got a bit 
over $200.000 from him, less certain ex- 
penses. As far as my records go, this is 
the all time high*for earnings of half a 
horse. 

Hewitt showed up in Virginia about 15 
years ago, fully equipped with pedigree 
charts, dosage figures, family numbers. 
and other such lumber, and he immediate- 
ly came to be regarded as a “damned 


theorist.” The quotation is his own, and 
there was more to it. But [ cannot see 
that anyone in his area has done any bet. 
ter. Phalanx is not his only success. He 
took Pilate when nobody else would feed 
him. and Pilate has got two top horses and 
many other good ones. He bought Some 
Chance for what we might call an aria, 
since it was more than a song, and against 
all probability got him patched up to win 
nearly $100,000. An assist goes to Frank 
Christmas on this. but most of the money 
went to Hewitt. and Some Chance went 
into the stud having paid for himself sey. 
eral times over. 

The point is that Hewitt loves to explore 
theories, just as some people like to ex. 
plore caves, without the slightest inten. 
tion of trying to live in them. He re. 
garded the dosage system, for example, 
with the same loving care that a philatel- 
ist might bestow on a scarce and _ useless 
stamp, and took some delight in  thread- 
ing through its mazes and was for a while 
a menace to be around. But he would no 
more have used the dosage system for his 
own breeding than your philatelist would 
use a rare B.W.I. issue to post a letter, 

Behind Phalanx. for example. is Jacola. 
which may have a tap-root and a dosage 
figure, but which very certainly won the 
Selima Stakes and was one of the best 
racers of her time. Jacola. however. out- 
Hewitted Hewitt. She was shipped off to 
be bred to Jamestown and she got sick and 
nearly died. When she recovered she was 
bred to Pilate, because it was considered 
risky to send her off again. There were 
high-flown reasons for breeding her to 


‘Jamestown. because to the cover of that 


stallion her dam had produced Johnstown. 
As for Pilate, well. there he was. But 
anyway, though the mating may have been 
an accident, Jacola’s racing record wasn’t. 


. *Miss Grillo led Flying Missel by 1% lengths at the finish of the 2% -mile Pimlico Cup, run in the world record time of 4:14%,,. 
It was the second victory in the race for the Mill River Stable’s Argentine Derby winner. Pilaster (on the rail) was beaten a neck 
for second money.

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It may be added that Jacola’s former 
owner, Edward Friendly, still thinks that 
she should have been bred to Bimelech. 
Phalanx has done nothing to convince 
him otherwise. 


TENABRAE ORCL There were two 
nice things about the eighth races at Ja- 
maica. They kept the pari-mutuel handle 
ap to the 1947 level, and they were usually 
run in such darkness that nobody could 
see them. But a friend sends a note from 
the Canal Zone which indicates that Ja- 
maica isn’t at the bottom yet. 

Recently at San Juan Park there a race 
was run in such complete darkness that 
officials discovered it was on when the 
horses splashed mud on them the first time 
past. For a long time there was no re- 
port from the field, and it was rumored 
that the riders had pulled up on the back 
stretch to think matters out. 

Eventually the field finished. One judge 
recognized the jockey on the first horse. 
Another sharp-eyed official made the fa- 
vorite out third. “AIL right,” they said, 
“we've got the first and third. What the 
hell will we put second?” Generally 
speaking. their luck was good. They put 
the wrong horse second, but he was an 
entry-mate of the right horse, so nobody 
got hurt. 

The chartmaker at San Juan wrote an 
original note. “The ninth race was run 
in complete darkness,” it read, “and no- 
body except the jockeys could possibly 
know what happened. And the jockeys 
aren't talking.” 

| look forward to the ninth race at Ja- 
maica. It will be necessary next year if 
the handle is to be kept up to the 1948 
level.

OBITUARY 


Deering Howe Dies 


Of Heart Attack 


Deering Howe, whose colors have been 
carried by such successful performers as 
True North, Cassis, and Donor, died Sun- 
day, November 7, on the beach at Vara- 
dero, a resort near Havana, Cuba. He and 
his wife and a party of friends were en- 
joying a swimming party when he was 
stricken with a heart attack. 

Mr. Howe, born in Chicago May 16, 
1900, was a member of a family long prom- 
inent in New York racing. Educated at 
Groton and Harvard, he had numerous 
business interests, largely in banking, avi- 
ation, and sugar. He was president of 
Transair, Inc., an airline which carried 
passengers and freight between Florida 
and Cuba, and was a member of the New 
York law firm of Shearmag, Sterling and 
Wright. He was the first mayor of Brook- 
ville, Long Island, and in the recent World 
War held the rank of lieutenant-colonel. 
He was a member of The Jockey Club. 

His interest in racing and breeding fol- 
lowed naturally upon that of his father, 
the late Richard F. Howe (Howe Stable). 


His horses had been trained for several 
years by George P. Odom, and in the But- 
ler Handicap of last Saturday the victo- 
rious Donor carried the colors of his 
trainer. 


After the death of Richard F. Howe 
early in 1943, Deering Howe took over the 
lease which his father had held, jointly 
with Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark, on Elsmeade 
Farm at Lexington. He was no longer a 
party to the lease at the time of his death, 
but still kept his horses there. His nine 
broodmares, including Orissa, dam _ of 
Donor, now become the property of Mrs. 
Howe, who is expected to continue breed- 
ing and racing. Cy White, manager of 
Elsmeade Farm, this week was shipping 
nine of Mrs. Howe’s yearlings to Aiken, 
S. C.. where they will be wintered by 
Trainer Odom. 

Deering Howe married Miss _ Polly 
Brooks, of Baltimore, in 1921. They were 
divorced later, and in 1941 he married 
Mrs. Elizabeth Shevlin Smith. Besides his 
wife he is survived by a son, Richard 
Howe, and two daughters, Mrs. Augustus 
Paine and Mrs. Clarence Michalis.

3efore using the photograph of the 
steeplechaser Elkridge on the cover of the 
October 30 issue. I had written to Kent 
Miller. his owner and trainer, for some 
background on the gelding. 

As luck would have it. Mr. Miller’s re- 
ply did not arrive until the day after the 
magazine had gone to press. so our ref- 
erences to the son of Mate, in the usual 
“cover box.” were purposely left brief. 
pending a more complete fill-in. 

But now we have the Elkridge story 
from the man who has trained the horse 
for his greatest successes. Writing as if 
he were telling about a favorite member 
of the family, Mr. Miller says: 

“Elkridge was foaled on Adolphe Pons’ 
Country Life Farm in Maryland in 1938. 
He was bred by Joseph Flanagan of 
Monkton. Md. Mr. Flanagan sold him as 
a yearling to Thomas Hitchcock. Sr... who 
developed him as a “chaser into his 3-year-

old form and started him once that year. 
the fall of 1941. He won the race. 

“After Mr. Hitchcock’s death late in 
1941, all his horses were disposed of in 
November at public auction at Pimlico. 
| bought Elkridge and another Hitchcock 
‘chaser called Fairford. 

“These two were sent to Aiken, my home 
at the time. and were trained there until 
time to ship to the races. 

“Elkridge is very easy to train, having 
no bad habits. obstinacies. or vices. On the 
contrary. he has the sweetest nature imag- 
inable. I think he is a superior “chaser 
because he had a world of experience be- 
fore he ever raced. He is perfectly bal- 
anced, has a steady head, and lastly. he 
loves to run and jump. 

“[ have never considered sending him 
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to England for the Grand National as he 
would have to carry very high weight in 
going that is usually heavy (he does not 
run well in mud). And with a large num- 
ber of starters, many of dubious ability, 
there is created the hazard of loose horses 
on the course. 

“He has several interesting habits. For 
example. when I go into his stall he al- 
ways raises a front foot. which means he

wants sugar. He will take a lump of sugar 
from between your teeth and not touch 
your lips—he just seems to whisk it away. 

“If I go in to see him late at night (per- 
haps the night before a race) and he is 
lying down, he'll raise his head. and after 
I sit down close to him he'll drop his head 
in my lap. If I stay there long enough 
he'll go back to sleep. 


“He takes very little training after he’s 
fit, Just slow gallops, a quarter-mile 
blowout. and racing. No hard work.” 

That age has not withered Elkridge’s 
zest for competition was shown this year, 
when he won the North American Steeple. 
chase Handicap for the fourth time and 
the Indian River for the third. He set g 
course record for two miles at Saratoga 
on an August afternoon, came out a week 
later and equaled it. His earnings haye 
passed $163,000, making him the leading 
American winner in his division. Jolly 
Roger’s previous record had stood for 18 
years. Elkridge hasn't 
winning.

MELBOURNE 

Starting at 66 to 1 after 150 to 1 had 
been bet about him a fortnight before the 
race, the 6-year-old Rimfire, by Enfield 
(son of Winalot) and Mizar, won the fa- 
mous Melbourne Cup of two miles at Flem- 
ington on November 2 from Dark Marne. 
with the game little mare Saxony in third 
place, just ahead of the Victoria Derby 
winner Comic Court and the screaming 
hot favorite. Howe. 

It was one of the biggest upsets of re- 
cent years in Australia’s greatest race. but 
strangely enough, the doubles bookmakers 
had to pay out huge sums in the double 
with the Caulfield Cup winner Red Fury 
(Enfield—Ravenna). Thus it will be seen 
that Enfield horses completed the great 
double and both had the letters “RF” to 
catch the eyes of imaginative backers. 

Albert Smith, the biggest bookmaker in 
Australia. laid £84.000 against the Red 
Fury—Rimfire combination. but after Red 
Fury had won the Caulfield Cup, Smith 
was able to finance his second “leg” with- 
out effort. He secured 100 to 1 for most 
of his money in backing Rimfire for 
£55,000. 

As much as 20.000 to 1 was laid against 
Red Fury and Rimfire. The Melbourne

bookmaker Jackie Miller twice laid £10.- 
000 to 10 shillings (about two dollars) 
while another man had £6,600 to £1 from 
Smith and died some months before the 
two races were run. 

Smith allowed the bet to stand and the 
widow laid him back £3.000 to £30. After 
the pair had won, Smith paid over the 
£3.600 with the words. “This is one double 
I am very pleased to pay.”

One of the men who had one of the 
£10,000 to 10 shillings doubles from Miller 
has not yet put in an appearance while 
another punter arrived at the settling 
rooms to collect £4,000, telling the book- 
maker as he got his money that he was 
so “broke” he had had to borrow his train 
fare to get to the city. 

The Melbourne Cup was watched by a 
paid attendance of 101.000 which is sec- 
ond-best in the history of the great day. 
More than £70.000 was wagered on the 
tote on the Cup race alone. For the day 
the total was £211.000, which is about 
£20.000 below the record but only six 
races were run, so the average was high. 

Feature of the Cup betting was the great 
public plunge on the huge New Zealander. 
Howe. who started at 7 to 4 in a field of 
30. When making his run in the straight 
it is believed he struck a nerve in a leg 
while his rider, Badger, was attempting to 


get him off the heels of a horse in front, 
Howe faltered, finishing fifth and probably 
he was something of a good thing beaten, 

The running, or at least a great deal of 
it, was made by Royal Scot. with Comic 
Court always handy to him. When the 
race began to take shape racing past the 
half-mile, Royal Scot was the leader from 
Comic Court. tucked in on the rails. with 
Anthelion going fast on the outside and 
for a few moments looking the probable 
winner. 

Rimfire moved up quickly on the turn, 
where Dark Marne was racing into the 
leading pack and Howe was looming up on 
the outside with little Saxony alongside 
him. Suddenly Rimfire shot away to lead 
by three lengths and in a grand finish in 
which the judge called for the camera, 
Rimfire was given the verdict by half a 
head. 

Thompson, rider of Dark Marne. de. 
clared he was certain his mount had won 
but the camera offset his theory. 

Rimfire was ridden by a little boy 
named Ray Neville, having his ninth ride 
in a race. He had been given permission 
to ride in races as an apprentice only two 
months before the Cup. Thus he achieved 
in a matter of days what thousands of Aus- 
tralian jockeys hoped to do once during 
their career. only to meet with failure. 
Neville is only 15 years of age. has seven 
brethers and four sisters, so the family 
celebrations would be noisy. 

Rimfire is a six-year-old gelding with 
both forelegs “dicky.”. He was bred at

_his owner. Guy Raymond, a member of the 
committee of the Victoria Racing Club

The trainer of the gelding. who will not 
race again for many months—he was very 
lame after the race—is Stan Boyden. a 
young man who “strapped” a Melbourne 
Cup winner in Spearfelt and drove the 
float in which Phar Lap made his jour- 
neys to and from the races. 

On the day before the race, Rimfire was 
in such a bad way that it took Boyden all 
his time to get him home from the track. 
but the old gelding was as perky as pos- 
sible on Cup morn. 

The time for the two miles was 3:21 
which is a record for the race but not for 
Australia. The AJC Derby winner, Car- 
bon Copy. was never sighted. 

It was a great Cup day. in fact one of 
the best I have ever seen and the VRC 
eased the crowd congestion by re-estab- 
lishing the old Elms betting ring near the 
turn out of the straight.

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British Breeding 
And Its Future 


By Baron de Gelsey 


There has been much written lately on 
the causes for the decline of British blood- 
stock and for the present supremacy of 
French horses. Some of the arguments 
put forward could be summarized in the 
following three points: 

(1) English breeders err in breeding 
for speed only and their neglect 
of sires of proved stamina. 

(2) Insufficient oat rations for brooed- 
mares and yearlings to build up 
constitution and stamina. 

(3) Too early running of 2-year-olds. 
whereby many promising horses 
are ruined. 

It is indisputable that all these reasons 
are based on facts. It must. however. not 
be forgotten that a period of deterioration. 
similar to the present but not as serious. 
had been seen before in the history of the 
English Turf. Every industry can make 
mistakes. but if these are analysed in time 
and corrected, there is no need to fear for 
its future. Therefore. if the present 
troubles of the British breeding industry 
are cured. it will rise to its old high stand- 
ards again. 

A temporary supremacy of the French 
horses could be felt in the 1870°s. when a 
number of classics. although not the 
Derby. were won by French horses. The 
Oaks of 1876 was won in dead heat by 
Enguerrande and Camelia. both bred in 
France. Camelia also won the One Thous- 
and Guineas. The Two Thousand Guineas 
in 1877 and the St. Leger in 1879 were 
won by two other French horses. Chamant 
and *Rayon d’Or respectively. 

It is interesting that Auracaria. the dam 
of Camelia. Chamant. and *Rayon d’Or. 
was exported from England to France. It 
is also a curious coincidence that the three 
great French winners Marsyas. Caracalla, 
and Arbar are half brothers too. their dam 
being Astronomie. 

The Ascot Gold Cup was taken over the 
Channel in the years 1871, 1872. 1874. and 
1878 through the victories of *Mortemer, 
Henry. Boiard. and Verneuil. great 
number of important races were won by 
French horses during this period. 

The French also had their reverses after 
the first World War, when English horses 
won the Grand Prix de Paris in three con- 
secutive years, in 1919, 1920. and 1921. 
The winners were Galloper Light. Com- 
rade, and Lemonora. 

It is naturally quite correct to emphasise 
the importance of using stayer stallions 
for breeding purposes. This is proved 
forcibly by studying the pedigrees of the 
French winners. where in each case the 
stallion was endowed with good stamina. 
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In my opinion the dam’s pedigree ought 
to be full of staying blood too, as it is rare 
to find such a stallion whose progeny pos- 
sess the required stamina if the dam was 
only a sprinter. Son-in-Law was a rare 
example. as all his progeny were good 
stayers. irrespective of the qualities of the 
dam. In contrast. however, Tetratema and 
Gold Bridge never sired horses with real 
stamina. 

Such sprinter stallions are unfortunately 
in great abundance and enjoy much popu- 
larity in England today. with the result 
that they are used for many of the best 
mares. It is worthy of mention here that 
the dam of the good stayer Whiteway is 
by the above-mentioned Gold Bridge. but 
her dam. Adria 2nd. is by Mon Talisman 
out of a mare by La Farina. Thus White- 
way is of French origin. 

In spite of the setbacks of recent years. 
it can be stated with confidence that the 
decline of English breeding is only tem- 
porary. as nowhere in the world are such 
well bred mares in such great quantity as 
they are in England. English-bred mares 
have made their lasting mark in every rac- 
ing country of the world. It would be im- 
possible to enumerate the names of these 
mares, as they would fill not pages but 
books. nevertheless a few examples may 
be mentioned. *Fairy Gold’s son. Fair 
Play. was the sire of Man o° War, and her 
daughter Saint Lucre produced Zariba. 
whose influence in France is well known. 
The U. S. A.’s best 3-year-old of 1948. Ci- 
tation. is out of *Hydroplane 2nd. a Hy- 
perion mare exported in 1941. There is 
also Plucky Liege. the dam of *Sir Galla- 
had 3rd. *Bull Dog. Admiral Drake. and 
Bois Roussel. There is no fault. therefore. 
in the blood. 


Another reason for the decline in British 
racing can undoubtedly be found in the 
fact that the number of horses kept by 
owners is very much smaller than it was 
pre-war. The consequence is that a trainer 
who has only one or two 3-year-olds with 
Derby chances is much less audacious in 
his method of training. and does not work 
his horses as hard as if he had many 3- 
year-old “stars.” 

While it would be important to give 3- 
year-olds more strenuous training, in con- 
trast great harm is being done to 2-year- 
olds who are compelled to work hard early 
in the season to meet their big engage- 
ments in the first half of the year. Those 
owners who are fortunate enough to have 
a comparatively large stable would be well 
advised to retain a part of their foals for 
a year longer on their stud farms, and send 
them into training only in the autumn of 
their 2-year-old season. Thus their con- 
stitution would become stronger. their 
limbs would withstand more strenuous 
work, and in consequence they could race 
for a longer time. Quick starting from 
the gates at an early age is bad for their 
nervous systems, and it is preferable to 
train them for long distances. 


It is also a deplorable custom nowadays 
that the first-class horses. especially the 
winners of classics. are so soon retired tg 
stud, when they are not matured thor. 
aughly. If we accept the validity of the 
weight for year scale theory, then over two 
miles 5-year-olds can concede weight to 
4-year-olds in September. and over three 
miles 5-year-olds receive weight from 6. 
year-olds until August. It is thus implied 
that a horse reaches maturity in its sixth 
year. 

Healthy horses can run for many years 
without losing their form. It is perhaps 
of interest to quote a few examples of 
those horses which gave good perform. 
ances at an advanced age. Dean Swift. 
for example. won as a 10-year-old. and one 
of his greatest achievements was winning 
the Coronation Cup at eight. Brown Jack 
was a 10-year-old when he said goodbye 
to the race course. having won the Queen 
Alexandra Stakes for the sixth consecutive 
year. High Stakes is a 6-year-old this 
year and he is capable of continuing his 
winning series. 

Some might argue that if these were not 
geldings they would not have run for such 
a long period. but there were mares in 
modern times. too, who had a long career 
on the Turf. Diadem raced as a 7-year. 
old. and at six she was a winner of seven 
races out of 12: she was one of the best 
sprinters of her time and she also proved 
her class by winning the One Thousand 
Guineas. 

The great stayer Hammerkop retired 
when she was a 9-year-old and was still a 
very good performer: as a 5-year-old she 
won the Alexandra Plate at Ascot and the 
Cesarewitch, and at six the Alexandra 
Plate. 

It cannot be said either that their long 
record on the race course had bad results 
on their stud career, as Diadem produced 
a number of useful horses. and Hammer- 
kop’s son Spion Kop was a Derby winner. 
She died when she was 21 years old. 

In conclusion there is another point that 
is worthy of emphasis. It is important 
that horses in training should not be 
locked up for 22 hours a day in their 
boxes. If they are robbed of the benefit 
of the fresh air and the sunshine at an 
early age. it will hinder their natural de- 
velopment. The law of nature decrees 
that open air and sunshine are two of the 
most important things for the development 
of living creatures. 

Analysing, therefore. the present 
troubles of British breeding and suggest 
ing ways and means for their remedy, the 
following are suggested: 


(1) The use of stayer stallions and 
mares. 

(2) The carefully studied racing of 2- 
year-olds. 

(3) More severe training 


especially for 
3-year-olds. 


(4) More fresh air and sunshine. 
(Continued on page 504)

In the auction ring the horses have 
earned more than they ever could have 
during the last 21 months on the race 
tracks. Once the sales are over. and in- 
come tax obligations on this Thorough- 
bred empire have been squared away. 
horsemen are of the almost unanimous 
opinion that Mayer will return to racing, 
probably stronger than ever. His return 
will be most welcome. indeed. 


PLAY-BY-PLAY. Chronologically. here 
is the history of the Mayer sales: 

1. Sixty horses-in-training were 
tioned at Santa Anita Park on February 
27. 1947, for $1.549.800. an average of 
$25.830. Stepfather at $200.000. Busher 
and Honeymoon at $135,000 each. and Be 
Faithful at $100.000 topped the sale.

2. In April. 1947, Beau Pere was sold 
for $100.000 to a Kentucky syndicate. 
Then 20 years old. he died shortly after 
arriving in Lexington. 

3. On January 12. 1948, 39 2-year-olds 
were auctioned at Hollywood Park for 
$1.033.227, an average of $26.493. Jay 
Paley went to $70,000 for the highest: 
priced youngster of the evening. a colt by 
* Alibhai—*Jerrybuilt named Imperial 
Rock. which has not yet started. At the 
auction. five *Alibhais sold for $197,500. 
an average of $39.500. Eighteen *Beau 
Peres (10 colts and eight fillies) brought 
$588.000, an average of $32.666. 

4. In June of 1948, *Alibhai was sold 
to a Kentucky syndicate headed by Leslie 
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Combs 2nd for what was then a record 
§500.000. 

5. Six mares. including Painted Veil. 
*Boudoir 2nd. Lynn, Belle Cane. Distaff, 
and Model Flight, were sold to Combs for 
a reported $200.000. 

6. The great race mare Busher, returned 
to Mayer when she failed to stand train- 
ing. was sold in foal to *Alibhai to Mrs. 
Elizabeth Graham for $150.000. At about 
the same time, Warren Wright bought 
*Donatrice. dam of The Dude. Bellesoeur, 
Speak Up. and Capt. Flagg. for $80.000.

KINCSEM’S FORM. Seventy years ago 
Kincsem, a Hungarian-bred mare, won the 
Goodwood Cup. Her record stands unique 
in the annals of racing, as during her 
career of four years she took part in 54 
races, all of which she won. 

After her Goodwood victory she was 
nicknamed in England the “Hungarian 
Wonder.” In the Goodwood Cup she had 
only two opponents, Pageant and Lady 
Golightly. When examining the “form- 
book” of 1878 one concludes that she was 
as good as. if not better than, some of the 
best English and French horses of that 
year which included such celebrities as 
Verneuil, Silvio, Hampton, Pilgrimage, 
Jannette, and Isonomy. 

Kincsem and her rivals had run at even 
weights according to the scale of weight 
for age. Kincsem won by two lengths 
from Pageant while Lady Golightly was a 
bad third. It can, therefore, be estimated 
that she had five or six pounds in hand, 
although “Vigilant” wrote in the Sports- 
man she could have won by 20 lengths. 

Pageant ran five times in 1878. On the 
first occasion he won the Chester Trades 
Cup under 124 pounds, conceding his 
rivals up to 45 pounds. In the Manchester 
Cup, carrying top weight, he ran unplaced. 
The Goodwood Cup was his third race. A 
week later he won the Brighton Cup by 
four lengths from Rhidorroch and Julius 
Caesar. Rhidorroch received eight pounds 
from Pageant and therefore was a stone 
below Pageant. Rhidorroch was fourth in 


¥ 


the Derby of 1877 behind Silvio, Glen 
Arthur, and Rob Roy, beaten by half a 
length, three-quarters of a length, and a 
head respectively. Julius Caesar was 
placed in the Two Thousand Guineas. 
Derby. and St. Leger in 1876. In Pageant’s 
last race in the Doncaster Cup he had 
beaten Hampton by three-quarters of a 
length, receiving seven pounds from him. 
Accordingly, there could not be much be- 
tween the form of Kincsem and that of 
Hampton. 

In 1878 Hampton had twice beaten the 
Ascot hero Verneuil, first in the Epsom 
Gold Cup by one length, carrying a pound 
less than Verneuil, and then at Newmarket 
in the Queen’s Plate in October by two 
lengths, carrying four pounds more than 
Verneuil. Verneuil was victorious in the 
Ascot Gold Cup, winning from Silvio by 
six lengths, and Hampton was unplaced, 
conceding nine pounds to them. 

Subsequently Silvio was twice better 
placed than Verneuil. In the Champion 
Stakes Silvio was beaten a neck by Jan- 
nette, who was carrying 15 pounds less 
than Silvio. Taking into consideration the 
scale of weight for age, Silvio was superior 
by seven pounds to Jannette, who was the 
heroine of the Oaks and St. Leger. In the 
Jockey Club Cup Silvio won by a length 
from Insulaire, winner of the French 
Derby, and second in the Epsom Derby 
and the Grand Prix de Paris. Accord- 
ingly Insulaire was inferior to Silvio by 
eight pounds. Thurio had won the Grand 
Prix de Paris by a head and therefore he 
was better than Insulaire by a pound.

Last spring, after Richard N. Ryan’s *TALON had won the Santa Anita Handicap 


and had returned to Belmont Park, his portrait was painted by Richard Stone Reeves.

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In the Epsom Gold Cup the 3-year-old 
Lord Clieve was third, beaten one and q 
half lengths, behind Hampton and Ver. 
neuil and, according to the scale of Weight 
for age, Lord Clieve was inferior to Hamp. 
ton by ten pounds. Lord Clieve proved 
himself better than Clementine both jy 
the Goodwood Derby and in the Grand 
Duke Michael Stakes. In the former he 
conceded her three pounds and beat her 
by one and a half lengths, and in the latte; 
gave her four pounds and beat her hy 
three-quarters of a length. 

In the One Thousand Guineas Jannette 
was beaten by Pilgrimage by _ three. 
quarters of a length, making Pilgrimage 
better by about three pounds. 

Sefton beat Insulaire in the Derby by 
one and a half lengths, which makes him 
about five pounds superior. 

The above data have been given as q 
guide to allot a “handicap-mark” for the 
horses in question through the following 
lines: Silvio-Jannette-Thurio-Clementine. 
Lord Clieve-Hampton. The “handicap.

It can, therefore. be seen that the of- 
ficial handicaps and the author's handicap 
are very similar to each other except that 
in the author’s handicap Pageant is under- 
estimated. and thus Kincsem too, but if 
we put Pageant to the official handicap- 
mark, then we must raise Kincsem with 
two pounds as well to the 130 mark, only 
one pound under Verneuil. 

The writer thinks he has succeeded in 
demonstrating that Kinesem, the unbeaten 
heroine of 54 races, deserves to be ranked 
with the greatest race horses of the world. 


P. Kinesem was by Cambuscan out 
of Waternymph. by Cotswold out of The 
Mermaid. by Melbourne out of Seaweed. 
by Slane out of Sea Kale. The best horse 
ever bred in Hungary. Kincsem was born 
on the 17th of March, 1874, and died on 
her thirteenth birthday, March 17. 1887. 
She won all her 54 races, 10 as a 2-year- 
old, 17 as a 3-year-old, 15 as a 4-year-old, 
and 12 as a 5-year-old.

Root groaned. There was one saddle that 
wasn't going to slip, fat mule or no. 

Foots gave me a leg-up. jockey fashion. 
tossing me about a foot higher than the 
mule. I knotted the reins and looked at 
him for a last word of advice, some magic 
I could invoke if Leaky Roof began to sag. 
His instructions were simple: “If you 
gonna die. die in front.” I nodded. It 
never occurred to me that Leaky Roof 
might not get to the front. 

As we plodded out to the starting point 

front of the grandstand—me as tense 
as a cocked mousetrap—I hit her a lick 
to get her on her toes.

The following year at four Regret re- 
ceived her first defeat. It was in the Sara- 
toga Handicap, in which she started fa- 
vorite despite her 123 pounds. She led 
for half the distance and then stopped, 
finishing unplaced. The race went to 
Stromboli, 121 pounds. Ed Crump (123) 
was second and Friar Rock, stable com- 
panion of Stromboli, was third under 107 
pounds, lenient weight for a 3-year-old 
with the Belmont, Suburban, and Brook- 
lyn Handicaps to his credit.

Army Disperses 
Foreign Stock 


At 1 o’clock on the afternoon of Tues. 
day, October 19, about a thousand persons 
were gathered in the riding hall at the 
Aleshire Agricultural Remount Service 
Station in the hills near Front Royal, Va, 
At one end of the big hall was an aue. 
tioneer’s stand in which Louis Merryman, 
Jr., waited, gavel in hand, while Humphrey 
S. Finney explained the situation. The 
occasion marked the final action, as far as 
horses were concerned, of the Front Royal 
Remount Depot, after some 35 years of 
activity which embraced two wars. 

Lack of funds, Mr. Finney explained, 
had forced the decision of the U. S. De. 
partment of Agriculture to concentrate its 
horse-breeding program, a recent legacy 
from the War Department, in its western 
depots. Hence it was decided to dispose 
of the sixty-odd horses which were deemed 
least suitable for western ranch conditions, 
The group to be sold included all the best 
of the Thoroughbred-hunter types, and 
the entire crop of 1948 foals, all from the 
captured European stock which had been 
in America since 1946, 

The horses were to be sold, “as is and 
where is,” Finney announced. The Gov- 
ernment would turn over to the purchasers 
such identifying papers as it had. But 
there must be no misapprehension as to 
the probability or possibility of the ani- 
mal’s acceptance for inclusion in_ the 
American stud book. The Jockey Club 
had made flat refusal to register the 
horses. 

For that reason no effort had been made 
to advertise or publicize the sale among 
Thoroughbred breeders. The crowd which 
came was made up largely of hunter and 
show horse breeders—from New York, 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Virginia, 
Maryland, Indiana, Michigan, and Cali- 
fornia. 

Among the buyers, the one man most 
strongly interested—and the biggest buyer 
—was Major Hartmann Pauly, now of Sac- 
ramento, Calif., formerly a successful 
breeder in Hungary and one of Europe's 
most noted horsemen. For Major Pauly 
the sale was another scene in an overlong 
tragedy. 


Among the horses imported to Hungary 
by Major Pauly were Taj Akbar, second 
to his stablemate *Mahmoud in the Eng: 
lish Derby of 1936; and the broodmares 
Nervine and Beobyla, respectively full sis 
ter to Prince Chevalier and half sister to 
Bey, winners of the French Derby.

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vided his stud, sent Taj Akbar and some 
of his mares to Germany (they walked the 
900 miles to the border), remained at 
home with the others. The Russians ar- 
rived in September, tore down Major 
Pauly’s house in search of money, shot 
down mares and foals. The horses sent to 
Germany fell into the hands of the Amer- 
ican Army. 

When Major and Mrs. Pauly came to 
America they found it impossible to re- 
cover their property, and the Army found 
it impossible to register the horses. <A 
move to return the horses to Hungary was 
made by the War and State Departments, 
but a Congressional committee succeeded 
in having the orders rescinded; there was 
no merit, the committee contended, in 
supplying horses to a new enemy. 

Blocked at every turn, Major Pauly 
nevertheless determined, if possible, to re- 
gain ownership of some of the stud which 
the war and its sequel had taken from him. 
Working with friends in California, he 
gathered a few thousand dollars and went 
to Front Royal for the auction. 

Of the fifteen head he wanted, Major 
Pauly was able to purchase seven. He said 
that they would be shipped to the farm of 
Ralph Taylor, near Sacramento, where the 
Kentucky Derby winner Brokers Tip is at 
stud. But technically they are no longer 
Thoroughbreds—in the United States. 

The highest price of the auction was 
$3,450, paid by James C. Hamilton, of 
Warrenton, Va., for Orseniga, a mare of 
excellent Italian breeding, in foal to the 
German Derby winner Nordlicht. Nerepha, 


a daughter of Pharis and the unbeaten - 


Nereide (dam of Nordlicht), was sold to 
Justin Funkhouser. of O'Sullivan Farms, 
Charles Town, W. Va.. for $1,600. 

The 62 lots sold brought a total of $41,- 
015, average $661. They were sold, in 
effect, as cold-bloods—but as cold-bloods 
with extraordinary possibilities. Because 
of these possibilities The Jockey Club in 
New York will view the dispersal with 
mixed feelings. Its victory over the Army 
is now acknowledged by final capitulation. 
But the finest group of cold-bloods ever 
seen in America is now scattered through- 
out the country, and The Jockey Club has 
no means of keeping in touch with their 
breeding history. 


France Recognizes Them 


The Prix de Conseil Municipal, the last 
high-value event of the racing season at 
Longchamp, Paris, was won October 17 by 
Mrs. Leon Volterra’s Espace Vital, a 3- 
year-old colt foaled in Germany. The 
race had a value of 2,000,000 francs. 

Espace Vital, an outsider in the betting, 
won by half a length from Rigoletto 2nd, 
with Marcel Boussac’s Dernah four lengths 
away third—all 3-year-olds. 

Espace Vital is by the noted German 
racer and sire Oleander, and is out of 
Symbol, a mare taken by the Germans 
when they occupied France in 1940.

was favorite, but he could not handle the 
heavy ground. 

I have seen many great staying handi- 
cappers in my time and | must rate the 
big New Zealander, Howe. among the best 
of them. On October 30 he ran in the 
last race of the day, the Hotham Handicap. 
of thirteen furlongs. on a track that had 
been cut up badly, but handling his huge 
burden of 138 pounds as if it were a 
feather, he won like the champion he is. 

It was something to be seen to be be- 
lieved to watch this grand horse plough 
through the mud—lope is a much _ better 
term—as if he were racing on a perfectly 
kept bowling green. His rider, Harold 
Badger. allowed him to travel at his own 
free will until two furlongs from the post 
when he asked Howe to do something 
about the finish. 

He was confronted by a wall of horses 
a furlong-and-a-half from the post, but he 
pushed them aside as if they were not 
there. Although little Fresh Boy (Revela- 
tion—Race Fox) tried to measure strides 
with him for the final furlong. Howe 
strode majestically away to win by 114 
lengths. 

The state of the going can be realized 
by the fact that Howe ran his last mile 
in 1:431% and his last half in :52%4. 

And he had 138 pounds up under the 
most exacting conditions that could be 
imagined. 

The attendance on October 30 was re- 
markably good considering the foul 
weather. Betting was as keen as ever. 
The tote handled nearly £180.000 on six 
races and bookmakers reported brisk busi- 
ness all day with the results very much in 
their favor. If Howe. who started at 2 to 
1. had not won the last race the noble 
army of punters would have gone home 
without the price of a feed. 

In a recent letter I mentioned that sev- 
eral well known Turf identities had in- 
curred the displeasure of the stipendiary 
stewards of the Victoria Racing Club in 
Melbourne and that all parties involved 
had appealed. If the actions of the stew- 
ards were sensational, so were the verdicts 
of the committee of the VRC. which is the 
final adjudicator for all appeals against 
Turf misdemeanors in Melbourne. 

Last August a well-known bookmaker, 
Syd Lyons, his trainer, Bill Duncan, once 
the leading rider in Australia, and J. 
Hayes, Duncan’s foreman, were warned off 
the Turf for the alleged doping of Dick 
Turpin, winner of a race at Flemington 
on August 21. 

They appealed against the decision of 
the stewards and on October 26 the three 
men were declared not guilty by the VRC 
committee. 

However, the finding set out that Dick 
Turpin was doped with benzedrine at the 
time he won on August 21 but there was 
no evidence to show by whom it had been 
administered. 

Two days later the VRC committee
